Massie 
supports 
raw deal 
for milk

Kentucky U.S. 
Representative Thomas 
Massie has introduced 
legislation aimed at 
protecting farmers and 
keeping the federal gov¬ 
ernment out of your 
milk. 

On Thursday, March 
27, Massie joined a 
bipartisan effort of 19 
other legislators for two 
bills: The Milk Freedom 
Act of 2014 and the 
Interstate Milk Freedom 
Act of 2014, which 
would allow consumers 
to buy raw, unpasteur¬ 
ized milk across inter¬ 
state lines. 

Consumers who buy 
raw, unpasteurized milk, 
buy it for the nutrients 
supportive legislators 
claim are not destroyed 
during the pasteuriza¬ 
tion process, a process 
the FDA can prosecute 
farmers for not doing. 
Massie said the decision 
should be between the 
farmers and families, not 
the federal government. 

“As a producer of 
grass-fed beef, I am 
familiar with some of 
the difficulties small 
farmers face when mar¬ 
keting fresh food direct¬ 
ly to consumers. Our 
bills would make it 
easier for families to buy 
wholesome milk directly 
from farmers by revers¬ 
ing the criminalization 
of dairy farmers who 
offer raw milk,” said 
Massie. “The federal 
government should not 
punish farmers for pro¬ 
viding customers the 
foods they want, and 
states should be free to 
set their own laws regu¬ 
lating food safety.” 

According to Massie, 
laws against inter¬ 
state raw milk sales 
were never decided by 
Congress. 

“The current pro-

Following a grueling, weekend- 
long discussion of Kentucky’s 
new budget, the state legislators 
have finally come to an agree¬ 
ment. Among the approved proj¬ 
ects is the addition to the Henry 
County Courthouse, as well as a 
new Kentucky Community and 
Technical College System campus 
in Carrollton. 

State Representative Rick Rand 
said that the new courthouse addi¬ 
tion is in the final version of the 
state budget, which was approved 
earlier this week. The budget 
allows for spending in various areas 
over the next two years, includ¬ 
ing the addition to the courthouse 
in Henry County and the new 
KCTCS campus in Carrollton. 

State Senator Paul Hornback 
also provided some information on 
the budget, saying that Kentucky 
Community and Technical 
Colleges’ funding had been 
addressed. According to a press 
conference held after the end of 
deliberations, KCTCS funding will 
be cut by 1.5 percent each year. 

However, an expansion to the 
KCTCS is also in the budget. A 
project that Rand has been work¬ 
ing on for a number of years is 
finally seeing the light of day, 
as the new budget includes $16 
million to construct a campus in 
Carrollton. 

“I’m extremely pleased that this 
project made it through the bud¬ 
get process, because it was my top 
priority locally,” said Rand. “It will 
mean so much for our students 
and area industry once it is up and 
running. I’ve been proud to work 
with so many people to get this 
done and look forward to the day 
we can break ground.” 

In addition, Hornback said 
that the Senate had talked about 
bills dealing with transparency in 
local government, which would 
essentially mean that the spending 
habits of local government agen¬ 
cies would be more visible to the 
public. The public could see what 
is being spent, said Hornback. He 
also said that the public would be 
able to see where certain funds are

So, I’d be like, just hold on, I’ll 
be right back. So this boy from Cuba who I had 
worked so hard with to make him a part of our 
little community, said, “Oh, I know what has 
happened to you. It happens to the women in 
my country.” 

And I said, c oh, no, Carlos. I promise I am 
not pregnant.’ And he said, “Yes you are. And I 
am going to be the first to tell you that you are 
going to have a baby.” And the reason I think 
that story is so funny is because sometimes, 
those kids that you are with come to know you 
so well that you sometimes don’t even realize 
how well that they know you. 

But it was so sweet. They propped my feet up 
that day and they took good care of me, but I 
will never forget Carlos saying, “This happens 
to the women in my country.” I just think they 
were a really important part of my life. I even 
followed them that year to the high school. And 
they’re very successful now. So that’s why I do 
the job that I do, and I look for those openings 
and that sort of thing.

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Annual fundraiser will honor Judy Lea

Judy Lea thought of 
every Campbellsburg 
Elementary student as 
her own child. 

As a cafeteria man¬ 
ager, Lea kept more 
than canned goods 
on the shelves. In a 
closet, Lea kept shoes 
and coats for students 
who needed them. 

Lea couldn’t stand to 
see any of her chil¬ 
dren (Campbellsburg 
Elementary students) 
go without. Sometimes, 
the expense came out 
of her own pocket, but 
for Lea it didn’t matter. 

Students returned 
the favor when Lea was 
diagnosed with cancer 
in 1986. Elementary 
students and staff raised 
money for Lea who 
couldn’t work, as the 
cancer treatment grew 
more extensive. Lea 
passed away before she 
could use the funds, 
and a memorial fund 
set up in her honor 
still helps students in 
Henry County. Now in 
its 27 th year, The Judy 
Lea Memorial Henry 
County Children’s 
Spring Fundraiser event 
will be at 6:30 p.m. 
Friday, April 11, at the 


Henry County Middle 
School. 

Chairman of the 
Board of Directors for 
the Judy Lea Memorial 
Henry County 
Children’s Fund, Carol 
Hunt said the fund 
has raised more than 
$300,000 to help with 
everything from medi¬ 
cal costs to students 
who don’t have money 
for field trips. 

“The need is still 
there. Everyone from 
principals to school 
nurses watch for chil¬ 
dren who have needs,” 
Hunt said. “If we can 
make an impact on one 
student, it’s worth all 
the effort. If a child 
receives help from 
their community and 
it inspires them to stay 
in school, it affects the 
community in a positive 
way and that’s what we 
are about.” 

The memorial fund 
is a 501c3 nonprofit 
made up entirely of 
volunteers. Some of 
those volunteers knew 
Judy Lea and have been 
volunteering for almost 
28 years, according to 
Hunt. 

“Our volunteers are 
the people also in the 
school cafeterias, name¬ 
ly women, that have 


worked all day and ded¬ 
icate their free time to 
stay on after their work 
day is over and cook for 
the fundraiser,” Hunt 
said. 

The fundraiser will 
have dinner and a 
silent and live auc¬ 
tion for attendees. An 
all-inclusive vacation 
package to Cancun will 
be up for grabs and 
entertainment provided 
by Magician Steve-O. 
According to Hunt, 
anyone can get in on 
the magic of the event 
to help the county and 
honor Lea. 

I’ve had people say, T 
didn’t know Judy Lea,’ 
and I tell them they 
don’t have to know her 
to help,” Hunt said. 
“It’s about the com¬ 
munity. Every year we 
give away scholarships 
to both Eminence and 
Henry County students 
for college. We help 
about 25 kids every 
year at Christmas. As 
far as money is con¬ 
cerned, we spend about 
$15-$20,000 a year 
to help children in the 
county. ”

Smith-Berry Winery wins awards at California competition

Chuck Smith celebrat¬ 
ed another successful 
year at a recent competi¬ 
tion with one of Smith- 
Berry Winery’s wine 
winning Best in Class. 

Smith celebrated 
the showing of his 
Blackberry Wine, which 
won Best in Class 
at the San Francisco 
Chronicle's competition. 

Out of over 5,800 
contestants, judges 
chose the Blackberry 
Wine as the best fruit 
wine in the country. 
However, Smith’s suc¬ 
cess didn’t begin with 
that win. Last year, his 
wines won double gold 
in addition to several 
silver and bronze medals 
in the same competition. 

When asked what set 
his wine apart from the 
competitors, Smith said 
simply, “It’s just good.” 

Smith has operated 
the winery for 13 years 
as of August. He transi¬ 


tioned from traditional 
farming, which included 
dairy, chickens, beef, 
and other products to 
wine. Smith said he 
got into wine business 
because of history. 

“There was a his¬ 
tory of raising grapes in 
Kentucky, all the way 
back to the Civil War, 
and before prohibi¬ 
tion... tobacco took 
its place, it’s easier to 
grow,” Smith said. “ We 
got into it more out of 
necessity to stay on the 
farm and not have to 
have a day job.” 

Winning Best in Class 
is a confirmation of hard 
work for Smith. 

“ To have a profes¬ 
sional, who’s trained, 
who knows good wine... 
yeah, it’s a confirma¬ 
tion,” Smith said. 

Smith credits much 
of his success to being 
small and independently 
owned. He stated that, 
although they’re small, 
Smith-Berry Winery is 
still the third biggest 
winery in Kentucky. He 


also feels that much of 
it comes down to blend¬ 
ing, as well as training 
an individual’s palette. 
“We take our time with 
it,” he said. “It takes 
longer to get to the bot¬ 
tle, but it makes a better 
wine.” 

Smith’s love of wine 
didn’t start early. “It was 
new,” he said. “I liked 
good food, though.” He 
laughed and continued, 
“They say that part of 
this is science and part 
of it’s art and part of it’s 
whatever. But it’s an art, 
to be able to figure out 
how it tastes and how 
to make it taste better.” 
Smith also inferred that 
he feels as though much 
of it is a natural instinct, 
in conjunction with his 
experience working with 
different wineries. 

Smith also pointed 
out that the winery will 
be hosting concerts this 
summer. He also said 
that he plans to enter 
the Chronicle's competi¬ 
tion again next year. 
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Chuck Smith has owned and operated Smith-Berry Winery for 13 years this August. 


Kentuckians rushed to the last minute to get health coverage

As the March 31 
deadline approached 
for Kentuckians to sign 
up for health coverage, 
kynect reported more 
than 350,000 state resi¬ 
dents enrolled. 

According to num¬ 
bers from the kynect 
site, the number of 
enrollees averaged 
about 4,000 a day with 
one-fourth of them 
occurring in the last 
month. 

Executive Director of 


kynect, Carrie Banaham 
who urged Kentuckians 
to sign up, said those 
who didn’t have cover¬ 
age could have conse¬ 
quences. 

“After March 31, the 
subsidies to help cover 
the cost of a private 
health plan won’t be 
available again until the 
fall enrollment period 
- and by that point, 
being without insurance 
may cost you on your 
taxes, not to mention 
keep you at risk for big 
bills from sickness or 
injury.” 


Kynect numbers indi¬ 
cated one out of every 
12 Kentuckians now 
have health insurance 
through kynect, which 
is about 8 percent of 
the state’s popula¬ 
tion. According to the 
site, 75 percent of all 
enrollees reported they 
did not have insur¬ 
ance prior to signing 
up through kynect and 
the state estimated 
approximately 640,000 
Kentuckians didn’t 
have health insurance 
prior to enrollment in 
October 2013. 


According to the 
site, those who don’t 
have health coverage as 
of April 1, could face 
a penalty of $95 or 1 
percent of their income, 
whichever is greater. 
The penalty will apply 
to every uninsured 
household member and 
will increase year to 
year. 

As of 12 p.m., Friday, 
March 28, kynect. 
ky.gov reported these 
statistics. 

350,386 Kentuckians 
enrolled in new health 
coverage 


280,113 qualified for 
Medicaid coverage - 
up 8 percent over last 
week 

70,273 purchased 
private insurance - up 8 
percent over last week

If you are like me, you 
are ready for some sun¬ 
shine. Every time I read 
Jon Park’s articles in this 
paper I see the need for a 
whole lot of sunshine. 

In last week’s article he 
likened the “would be” 
economic impact for New 
Castle of the proposed 
37,000 square foot, 20 
something bathroom, $12 
million plus bonded justice 
center to what is happen¬ 
ing in Eminence due to 
CVS.

jobs that we as taxpayers 
would pay for. The growth 
in Eminence is in the cen¬ 
ter of town, thus existing 
businesses should benefit 
from the traffic. The pro¬ 
posed 37,000 square foot 
justice center came with 
a land purchase budget 
of $400,000. How many 
lots would you have to 
buy, possibly condemn, (I 
grimace at that thought) 
to arrive at the 2 acres 
needed to build a stand¬ 
alone facility? It is unlikely 
that you could get it done 


for $400,000. The CVS 
developers paid over $1.5 
million for three acres and 
mostly empty buildings. 
Because of the cost of 
buying occupied buildings 
in New Castle what likely 
would have happened is 
that the facility would have 
been located just outside 
of town. The result would 
have been that foot traffic 
would leave town, thus 
causing a potential nega¬ 
tive economic impact. 

There are a few other 
important facts about the 
justice center project that 
should be mentioned. 

One of my problems 
with the project is that 
county government cur¬ 
rently receives on average 
$70,000 plus a year from 
the state for rental, main¬ 
tenance and utility reim¬ 
bursement on the existing 
courthouse. This would 
end when the courts 
moved out. Last year an 
air conditioner went down 
at a cost of $14,000. The 
state reimbursed us the 
full amount. How would 


Mr. Park propose we pay 
for those repairs and make 
up a $70,000 a year hole 
in the budget? Maybe 
a tax increase or maybe 
tear down the 140-year- 
old county seat? There is 
a practical solution that 
provides for the county’s 
needs and is palatable to 
the taxpayer - a remodel 
and addition to the exist¬ 
ing courthouse. 

I have asked 

Representative Rand and 
Senator Hornback to 
secure funding for this. 

By staying in the same 
location, the courthouse 
continues to be the town 
center and the foot traffic 
is maintained. By staying 
in the same location, the 
county continues to collect 
the rent payments that will 
guarantee our beautiful 
old courthouse is kept up. 
Finally a needed remodel 
and addition will provide 
a safer environment and 
reasonable extra space. 

Sometimes you have to 
see things for yourself. 

My visit to the newly 


opened 37,000 sq foot 
justice center in Owenton 
was eye opening. There 
were numerous empty 
offices. There were also 
four security guards work¬ 
ing on a day with no 
court. Two were running 
a metal detector, one 
watching a camera of an 
empty parking lot and 
building, and the other 
giving me a tour. The old 
Owen County courthouse 
is in terrible shape and 
their judge executive says 
there is no money to fix 
it. She tells me the town 
businesses are mad because 
the justice center was built 
out of town. Mr. Park, 

I invite you and Ricky 
Doyle and anyone else 
who feels this is the answer 
to economic development 
to visit Owenton and see 
if it is the boom you are 
looking for. Furthermore, 
if you tour that “palace” 
and feel like it was a fis¬ 
cally responsible use of 
tax payer dollars then you 
are more liberal than I 
suspect. 


Mr. Park at the end of 
the day your letter wasn’t 
about economic develop¬ 
ment, it was about politics. 

If you feel like a brand 
new justice center needs to 
happen, don’t target me, 

I don’t control the fund¬ 
ing. You need to contact 
the members of your own 
party in the Republican 
controlled Senate who 
took out the full justice 
center in the 2012 budget. 
As of last Friday morning 
when I went to Frankfort, 
money for a feasibility 
study and then either a 
remodel or new justice 
center had been taken out 
of this year’s budget by 
the Senate. Saturday night 
I received a text from 
Rick Rand saying it was 
back in. We should know 
sometime late Monday the 
final status. If the budget 
passes, I am hopeful that 
the feasibility study will 
shortly follow and that it 
will allow us to remodel 
and keep our historic old 
courthouse.

My first hero—way 
before girls and the Fab 
Four—was a ballplayer 
named Vada Pinson. He 
roamed centerfield like 
a gazelle for Cincinnati 
in the early 1960s. I 
clipped his pictures from 


magazines and taped 
them to my bedroom 
wall. I always thought it 
odd that my Dad never 
said much when I talked 
about my hero Vada; I 
just remember a puzzled 
expression and a vague, 
uncomfortable smile. I 
think now that my father 
had a hard time process¬ 
ing my admiration for this 
black ballplayer—after all, 
at the time, we weren’t 
much more than a decade 
removed from Jackie 
Robinson. I just didn’t 
know any better—or, 
should I say, any worse. 

My mediocre (good 
glove, no hit) high school 
career ended rather igno- 
miniously. To make a very 
long story short, I lied 
to my coach and, before 
the start of my senior 
season, he kicked me off 
the team—the same team 
that went on to win a 


district title without me. 
Humbled, I learned that 
life does indeed go on. 

But I am one of few living 
souls who can say that they 
saw the amazing Kevin 
Flood pitch two perfect 
innings ambidextrously on 
a rainy afternoon in the 
spring of 1968. 

Watching my son play 
and coach baseball has 
given me a trove of mem¬ 
ories. My daughter did not 
play softball with the girls; 
she played Little League 
baseball with the boys. Let 
me say this about that: If 
your daughter is the only 
girl on a team of undo¬ 
mesticated young boys, 
it will make a feminist of 
even the most unenlight¬ 
ened fellow faster than you 
can say ‘Gloria Steinhem.’ 

I am now of the age 
where I have seen my 
grandson in rightfield, 
glove at his feet, back to 


the batter, throwing dirt- 
clods at a bird perched 
atop the scoreboard. Yet, 

I am at peace. Amateur 
ornithology is very impor¬ 
tant to a five-year old, 
and the vicissitudes of life 
come soon enough. 

Baseball, with its pas¬ 
toral setting and absence 
of a time clock, lends 
itself, I argue, to deep 
reflection or, on the other 
hand, simply being in the 
moment. Note the con¬ 
trast, the yin and yang, if 
you will, of the following: 

“Baseball is a work of 
imagination whose deeper 
structures and patterns 
of repetition force a tale, 
oft-told, to fresh and 
hitherto-unforeseen mean¬ 
ing. But what is the nature 
of the tale oft-told that 
recommences with every 
pitch, with every game, 
with every season? It is 
the story of going home 


after having left home... 
of how difficult it is to 
find the origins one so 
deeply needs to find. It 
is the literary mode called 
Romance.”—A. Bartlett 
Giamatti, from Take Time 
Tor Paradise: Americans 
and Their Games. 

Nowadays, once or 
twice a summer, I manage 
to corral my young’uns 
for a trip up 1-71 to see a 
Reds game. As we rise for 
the national anthem—yes, 
we liberals love our coun¬ 
try, too—and with my 
family gathered around 
me, I realize in my heart, 
standing in this cathedral 
of American excess, this 
arena of jumbotrons and 
over-priced beer, that I am 
a very lucky man. Life is 
good.

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being used, and by 
whom. 

Hornback also talk¬ 
ed about an addition 
to the budget that 
would allow a size¬ 
able amount of money 
to go to the PVA in 
each county, but he 
said that when he last 
looked at the bill, it 
had been removed. 

The General 
Assembly also dealt 
with other conten¬ 


tious issues during 
budget deliberations, 
such as the Affordable 
Care Act and Kynect, 
Kentucky’s in-state 
delivery system for the 
new insurance model. 
Senate President 
Robert Stivers said 
that they would con¬ 
tinue to block state 
money being used for 
the ACA. Until 2017, 
the ACA covers the 
costs of implementa¬ 
tion, after which the 
cost is split with the 
state. 

Additionally, Rand 
said that the house 


had addressed the 
ongoing lawsuit 
against Kentucky pub¬ 
lic libraries by voting 
to make them a taxing 
district. The proposed 
solution would ret¬ 
roactively apply this 
status to public librar¬ 
ies across the state, 
putting to an end the 
court battle. However, 
Rand said that the 
Senate refused to 
pass the bill because 
the case is currently 
in litigation. “If [the 
libraries] lose, it could 
be devastating,” said 
Rand. When asked 


about passing a bill 
that affects cases being 
currently litigated, 
Rand said, “We do it 
virtually every session. 
This one is important 
enough. Libraries are 
one of the corner¬ 
stones of our commu¬ 
nity.” 

In addition, 
Hornback said that 
the Senate had passed 
a bill that he pro¬ 
posed which will stop 
the sale of electronic 
cigarettes and vapor¬ 
izers to minors in 
Kentucky. He said that 
he proposed the bill 


because of a lack of 
credible evidence from 
the FDA as to what 
the long-term health 
issues could be from 
using electronic tobac¬ 
co substitutes. 

As well as the bud¬ 
get, a hot topic has 
been the snow day 
bill. 

The House voted 
overwhelmingly in 
support of the bill 
on Friday. The bill, if 
signed by Governor 
Steve Beshear, would 
allow school districts 
which have been 
the hardest hit from 


winter, to apply to 
waive some of their 
snow days. It would 
also allow districts to 
extend their school 
days to make up for 
the extra time. 

The Henry County 
Board of Education 
ruled to add time 
onto the beginning 
of the day for some 
schools, which need 
to reach the required 
amount of instruction¬ 
al time. Henry County 
Schools’ current last 
day is June 5. 
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hibition of interstate 
raw milk sales was 
never passed by con¬ 
gress. Initially the 
FDA did not want to 
regulate raw milk, but 
they lost a court case 
in the 1980’s and sub¬ 
sequently took it upon 
themselves to outlaw 
interstate sales of raw 
milk,” Massie said. 
“This is a disturbing 
case of legislation by 
the judicial and execu¬ 
tive branch.” 

The new bills would 
open up markets for 
farmers to meet the 
demand of consumers 
in the region wanting 
locally sourced food 
products. 

“Today, many peo¬ 
ple are paying more 
attention to the food 
they eat, what it con¬ 
tains, and how it is 
processed. There’s 


consumer demand for 
food of known origin,” 
Massie said. “Though 
no provision of either 
bill would preempt 
or otherwise interfere 
with any state law, 
the legislation would 
enable enterprising 
local farmers to pro¬ 
duce and distribute 
fresh milk and milk 
products to discerning 
consumers without fear 
of persecution.” 

With the ability to 
sell raw milk, local 
farmers, Massie said, 
could sell higher priced 
product. 

"Farms selling raw 
milk will be held to 
a higher standard of 
cleanliness (by con¬ 
sumers and state regu¬ 
lations), so I doubt 
it will be cheaper to 
produce high quality 
raw milk, than bulk 
pasteurized milk,” 
Massie said. “However, 
raw milk, from the 
same cows, will sell 
for a higher price than 


pasteurized milk, so 
there is in fact more 
opportunity for profit 
for small farms.” 

The Interstate Milk 
Freedom Act of 2014 
would prevent the fed¬ 
eral government from 
interfering with trade 
of unpasteurized, natu¬ 
ral milk or milk prod¬ 
ucts between states 
where distribution or 
sale of such products 
is already legal. No 
provision of either bill 
would preempt or oth¬ 
erwise interfere with 
any state law. 

In Kentucky, state 
residents can only 
buy raw goat milk 
by a doctor’s rec¬ 
ommendation. Raw 
milk is sold at retail 
outlets in South 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Idaho, Washington, 
California, Maine, 

New Hampshire, 
Connecticut, Arizona 
and New Mexico.

Use caution with testosterone treatment 


Testosterone is the 
hormone responsible 
for development of 
masculine physical 
characteristics. There 
can be many reasons 
that testosterone levels 
are low. There can be 
a direct problem with 
the testicle resulting 
from genetic prob¬ 
lems, injury, or can¬ 
cer. More commonly, 
testosterone levels are 
low because of nor¬ 
mal aging, obesity (at 
any age), or medica¬ 
tions. Symptoms of low 
testosterone include 
erectile dysfunction, 
infertility, decreased 
beard and body hair 
growth, decrease in 
muscle mass, develop¬ 
ment of breast tissue, 
and loss of bone mass. 
Low testosterone can 
also cause symptoms 
similar to those women 
experience with declin¬ 
ing hormone levels in 
menopause. Men may

experience fatigue, 
decreased sex drive, 
problems concentrat¬ 
ing, or hot flashes. 

Testosterone replace¬ 
ment therapy is avail¬ 
able to treat abnormally 
low testosterone levels. 
Male hormone replace¬ 
ment can improve 
sexual function, bone 
density, lean muscle 
mass, and improve 
energy levels. The 
treatment of low testos¬ 
terone, or “Low T” as 
it has been coined, is a 


billion dollar industry 
in the United States. 

In 2011 more than 5.3 
million prescriptions for 
testosterone replace¬ 
ment were written. This 
number includes topical 
testosterone prepara¬ 
tions and testosterone 
injections. More than 
4% of the US male 
population over age 60 
is using testosterone 
replacement therapy. 

Recently, concerns 
regarding male hor¬ 
mone replacement with 
testosterone and heart 
attacks have been in 
the news. A new report 
that evaluated 56,000 
men showed that tes¬ 
tosterone use was asso¬ 
ciated with double the 
risk of heart attack in 
men over age 65 and 
triple the risk in young¬ 
er men with a history 
of heart disease. The 
most concerning fact 
from the study was that 
only about half of the 


men prescribed testos¬ 
terone replacement had 
been diagnosed with 
low testosterone lev¬ 
els. In fact, 25% of the 
patients had symptoms 
such as fatigue and sex¬ 
ual dysfunction but had 
never had their blood 
testosterone levels 
checked. Another study 
published in 2013 from 
the Veteran’s Affairs 
Health System echoed 
these same concerns. 

Because there are 
many risk factors for 
cardiovascular disease 
such as family history, 
obesity, high cholester¬ 
ol, high blood pressure, 
and smoking, it is dif¬ 
ficult to know the exact 
connection between 
testosterone and heart 
attacks. These studies 
certainly support that 
only patients with truly 
low levels of testos¬ 
terone and associated 
symptoms should be 
considered for testos¬ 


terone replacement. 
There should be a frank 
discussion about the 
pros and cons of tes¬ 
tosterone replacement 
therapy including the 
risks for heart attack. 
Only patients where 
the benefits clearly out¬ 
weigh the risks should 
be treated with testos¬ 
terone replacement. 

In the not so dis¬ 
tant past, the medical 
community thought 
that estrogen replace¬ 
ment for women pro¬ 
moted heart health. It 
was later found that 
hormone replacement 
therapy for women 
increased the risk of 
heart attack, breast can¬ 
cer, and stroke. At this 
point it is not clear if 
there will be this dra¬ 
matic of a shift in male 
hormone replacement 
treatment, but there 
is enough evidence to 
make one reconsider 
the safety of testoster¬ 


one replacement. If 
you are on testosterone 
replacement therapy 
or are considering this 
treatment, please take 
the time to look at your 
history and discuss your 
options with your phy¬ 
sician.

Keeping kids safe when it comes to accessible family medications 


As I was completing 
my Doctor of Pharmacy 
program at Purdue 
University, one of the 
hardest and yet most 
rewarding presentations 
I ever gave was, surpris¬ 
ingly, to a room of 3 rd 
graders. When given 
the task of coming up 
with a poison preven¬ 
tion presentation for a 
local 3 rd grade class that 
was visiting the hospi¬ 
tal where I worked, I 
was a little stumped. 
How do you explain 
to children the risk of

overdosing on a fam¬ 
ily member’s medicine, 
that their little organs 


going into shock, or 
their lungs stop work¬ 
ing? It’s a scary and 
horrible possibility and 
unfortunately it’s more 
common today than it 
has ever been. 

Have you ever looked 
at your medicine and 
thought what it might 
look like from a child’s 
eye? Benadryl (diphen¬ 
hydramine) is an over- 
the-counter medicine 
used for allergies and 
to help sleep, and it 
most often comes in 
little, bright pink cap¬ 


sules. The capsules 
look like candy and 
are very small and 
easy to swallow. Toxic 
exposure to this kind 
of medicine (called an 
antihistamine) resulted 
in 69,241 calls to poi¬ 
son control centers in 
2012 (NPDS Annual 
Report). Analgesics, or 
pain relievers, were the 
#1 reason for families 
to call poison control. 

Just for comparison 
on how bad the issue 
has become: there were 
6,100 deaths from 


poisoning in 1980 and 
36,500 deaths from 
poisoning in 2008 
(CDC). It is no lon¬ 
ger a question of IF a 
person you know will 
experience an over¬ 
dose or poisoning it 
is WHEN- unless you 
take the steps to pro¬ 
tect yourself and the 
ones you love from 
the things that can 
hurt them. My advice: 
Treat all medications, 
over-the-counter and 
prescription, as poten¬ 
tial hazards. Keep them 


up and out of reach 
of children and in a 
non-public part of your 
house. Spend time edu¬ 
cating the children in 
your life about the dan¬ 
gers of eating or drink¬ 
ing anything without 
asking an adult. Never 
share your medicine 
without the guidance of 
a physician. If in doubt 
call the poison help 
number, 1-800-222- 
1222, for professional 
advice.

Dancing away diabetes as a senior project

Did you know the 
Henry County rate for 
diabetes is higher than 
the entire state total? I 
was sitting in class, in 
a circle of desks with 
my eleven other class¬ 
mates who are a part 
of my diabetes senior 
service group, listening 
to Mona Huff, who’s 
the speaker for the 
Henry County Diabetes 
Coalition as she asked 
us that exact question. 

There are a lot of 
issues and problems in 
the world, some worse 
than others. People 
can just sit and think 
and just use knowledge 
to see what cancer, 
or hunger, or poverty 
does to people and see 
how bad they suffer. 
You can’t just look at 
someone with diabetes 
and see or feel their 
struggle. It’s totally 
different. It’s almost as 
if you have a planned 
life for yourself because 
you have to watch 
everything you do, 
eat or even drink. It’s 
not something to take 
lightly but not many 
really see the truth 
behind diabetes and 
the issues it can cause 
for someone. You don’t 
know the life of some¬ 
one with diabetes until 
you have someone open 
up and tell you abiut 
their life dealing with 
diabetes like we did 
when talking to Mona 
Huff. 

First, let me back 
up a little and talk to 
you about my purpose 
and why I am doing 
this. I’m a senior at 
Henry County High 
School. Every year, 
seniors always have 
that mighty senior year 
project in our life 101 


classes called, “Project 
Citizen” where you 
find something in the 
community to talk 
about and just try to 
make a change. Well, 
this year it was changed 
to “Senior Service”. At 
the beginning of the 
year, each student in 
the senior class got a 
big packet to find an 
issue to answer ques¬ 
tions and plan a fun¬ 
draiser for. Once we 
finished the packet, 
we came together as 
a full senior class and 
were split into small¬ 
er groups of 10-15 
students. Then, we 
decided on one issue 
in the community that 
we wanted to represent 
to try to raise aware¬ 
ness and money for. 

My group decided on 
diabetes. Each member 
in our group had dealt 
with issues similar to 
diabetes or had fam¬ 
ily members who had 
been diagnosed with 
diabetes. So, overall 
it’s what we wanted to 
help grow awareness 
for, because diabetes 
is never an issue that 
many people bring 
attention to. A lot of 
research isn’t done for 
it. Yes, they have a full 
research society for it 
but, how many times 
do you honestly hear 
about someone rais¬ 
ing money towards 
diabetes? I bet it’s less 
than you can count on 
one hand. You can’t 
just look at someone 
and see them suffering 
with diabetes like you 
can other issues. So, 
you have to just listen 
to the facts and stories 
behind dealing with 
diabetes and maybe, 
it’ll teach you a little 
something about what 
you’d like to do to 
help or what you’d like 


to do different in life, 
if you could, to keep 
yourself from having to 
deal with it. I’m sure 
anyone you ask who is 
dealing with it would 
do anything they possi¬ 
bly could ahead of time 
to stop themselves from 
being diagnosed with 
it, whether it’s type 1 
or type 2. 

Type 1 diabetes is 
where the body does 
not produce insulin. 
Type 2 diabetes is you 
can’t keep enough 
insulin in the body to 
keep the blood sugar 
at a normal level. Type 
1 diabetes is less com¬ 
mon, type 2 diabetes 
is most common. This 
past week, I sat down 
with and interviewed 
Mona Huff from the 
Henry County Diabetes 
Coliation to learn the 
truth behind diabetes. 
She has had diabetes 
all her life and, she’s 
been living so well with 
it that she no longer 
has to take medicine 
for it. There’s a lot of 
change that comes with 
developing and being 
diagnosed with diabe¬ 
tes. “It’s basically start¬ 
ing your whole lifestyle 
over again” Mrs. Huff 
told me. You have to 
be careful with every¬ 
thing you eat. There’s a 
lot of good things you 
can have, even desert, 
you just really have to 
focus on how much 
sugar is in the foods 
and it’s best if you find 
diabetes friendly meals 
to have. (My senior 
service group had 
many numerous dia¬ 
betes friendly foods at 
our event on Saturday, 
March 29 for you to 
try but I’ll come back 
to that later.) Back 
to how you have to 
change your lifestyle, 
if you didn’t exercise 


before, it’s advised if 
you do get diagnosed 
to start exercising. I 
asked Mrs. Huff what 
is best advice for start¬ 
ing to exercise, she had 
said, “Start out light, 
if you can’t just get up 
and go, don’t. Start out 
really light, even if it’s 
by just sitting in a chair 
during commericals and 
rolling your feet to get 
your blood and muscles 
going. Then, next 
maybe stand up and do 
a few walking in place 
exercises. Then, as you 
start exercising more 
and feeling more confi¬ 
dent, move to walking 
few times a week then 
you’ll finally get to 
where you want to daily 
and you’ll really start 
seeing the difference 
and feeling so much 
better.” 

So, at this point 
you’re probably still 
wonder the same “Did 
you know” question I 
started you out with. 
Did you know Henry 
County’s diabetes 
rate is higher than the 
state’s? In the State 
of Kentucky, the dia¬ 
betes rate is 8.2 per¬ 
cent, in Henry County 
the diabetes rate is 
12.9 percent. That’s 
around 2,000 people 
in the 15,000 popula¬ 
tion of Henry County. 
That’s a huge number 
to see here. There’s a 
lot more people who 
have diabetes, that you 
can’t just look at and 
tell. You have to really 
get their story to find 
out, it effects people 
in many different ways 
and it can be very 
deadly but, nobody 
ever pays attention to 
it as much as we do 
other diseases in the 
world. You have to live 
right and live healthy, 
I’m not saying if you 


don’t eat healthy all 
the time, you’re just 
going to get diabetes. 
There’s a lot more to 
it than that. Just don’t 
go overboard. Maybe 
instead of a candy bar 
snack, grab a fruit 
snack or sometimes eat 
a healthy meal. Just the 
little steps, because, 
diabetes is possible in 
any age group, any 
gender. There are no 
specifics. Like I said 
before, nobody really 
pays attention to dia¬ 
betes and the effects of 
it until they know of 
someone who suffers 
or if they’re the ones 
suffering from it them¬ 
selves, that’s why along 
with the members of 
my group, we decided 
to do our senior service 
project on diabetes. To 
bring more awareness 
and education to every¬ 
one out there how to 
take care of themselves 
if they do have it or to 
prevent from getting it, 
even though sometimes 
it’s not always just from 
being unhealthy it can 
just be in your blood 
stream. Saturday, March 
29 at the New Castle 
Christian Church, my 
group hosted an event 
to raise money, gain 
awareness and educate 
people on Diabetes it 
was known as “Dance 
for Diabetes” feature 
as an event on 104.9 
& 101.7 Froggy. We 
had an Xbox 360 & 
Nintendo Wii with Just 
Dance 2014, with Just 
Play and Just Dance 
Tournament, Diabetes 
snacks were provided 
and Mona Huff was 
the speaker. We had 
a guest at the event 
inform us that Mona 
Huff did a great job 
at the event to teach 
about Diabetes. We 
raised about $265, 


with all money stay¬ 
ing in the county for 
Diabetes and going to 
the ADA, “America 
Diabetes Association.” 
Courtney Hayes; Senior 
at Henry County went 
home as Winner of the 
Just Dance Tournament 
as Chase Slone; Senior 
at Henry County, 
went home as runner 
up. More donations 
are welcome. Checks 
please, make it out to 
the “America Diabetes 
Association” or to the 
“KIPDA Rural Diabetes 
Coalition - Henry 
County Chapter” to 
keep it in the County. 

I would like to Thank 
everyone involved with 
helping us to reach our 
maximum goal by the 
end of the year to grow 
more awareness for 
Diabetes, it deserves to 
get more attention then 
it gets and we’re going 
to be the 12 students 
of Henry County High 
School or going to do 
it. Thank you to Mrs. 
Mona Huff for teach¬ 
ing us everything we’ve 
learned so far about 
diabetes, as well as Mrs. 
Taylor for the oppor¬ 
tunity to do something 
so great for such a big 
issue in the commu¬ 
nity, it’s time to make 
a change in someone’s 
life and make each of 
us more aware of what 
people really suffer 
through everyday. Let’s 
keep this going, hop¬ 
ing to keep everyone 
update with a few more 
follow up stories along 
with informing of you 
all to be able to come 
visit us at the school as 
we present our project 
at the end of the year 
to the community and 
see the goals we have 
reach.

be open in New Castle 
and will have plants 
on hand.

Basil, sage, 
parsley, chives and 
rosemary will do well 
both indoors or out¬ 
doors as long as they 
have plenty of sun and 
protection from cold 
weather. 

You can begin har¬ 


vesting herbs once 
the plant has enough 
leaves to maintain 
growth. In early morn¬ 
ing right before the 
dew dries, clip undam¬ 
aged leaves that have 
a nice aroma. You can 
harvest annual herbs 
like sweet basil, dill 
and oregano until 
frost. Chives, mint, 
parsley and rosemary 
will grow for more 
than one season if they 
are protected from 
harsli cold. However, 
you should stop har¬ 


vesting perennial and 
biennial herbs in late 
August, as the plants 
will need time to pre¬ 
pare for the winter. 

Some herbs produce 
beautiful flowers, but 
if you plan to cook 
with herbs in your 
kitchen, harvest the 
leaves before the plant 
flowers. In addition, 
you can cut or pinch 
the flower buds back 
to prevent blooming. 
Once the plant flow¬ 
ers the leaves begin 
to lose their aromatic 
flavors. 

Once harvested, 
store fresh herbs in 
your refrigerator or 
preserve them by dry¬ 
ing or freezing. To 
keep washed herbs 
fresn for up to one 
month in the refrigera¬ 
tor, store them in an 


airtight container and 
include a folded damp 
paper towel. 

By experimenting 
with different herb 
combinations, you can 
use less salt, experi¬ 
ence unique flavors 
and still have deli¬ 
cious dishes. For best 
results, chop or mince 
herbs before cook¬ 
ing. Volatile oils are 
released when the 
leaves are bruised, 
which provides their 
unique flavors. 

Heat increases the 
rate at which herbs 
release their flavors. 
For dishes that require 
longer cooking times, 
add delicate-flavored 
and ground herbs at 
the end, so their fla¬ 
vor will not escape. 
Some herbs, such as 
bay leaves, require 


longer cooking times. 
Herbs placed in a 
cheesecloth bag allow 
the flavors to extract 
during cooking, and 
the herbs can be eas¬ 
ily removed before 
serving the dish. Add 
herbs several hours in 
advance or overnight 
to uncooked foods, 
such as salad dressings 
or marinades. This 
will allow the herbs to 
blend with the other 
ingredients. 

Seasoning your 
dishes with herbs will 
allow you to serve 
delicious, nutritious 
meals to your family.

Tough winter on cow herds and producers 
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Near the end of 
most winters, diag¬ 
nosticians at the 
veterinary labs, vet¬ 
erinarians, and pro¬ 
ducers see a few aged 
beef cows in poor 
body condition and 
a rumen full of for¬ 
age material (hay) 
just Tun out of gas’ 
with a belly full of 
hay and green grass 
just around the cor¬ 
ner. However, this 
winter, they have seen 
these ‘malnutrition’ 
cases on a much more 
frequent basis, at a 
much earlier date, 
and have seen young¬ 
er cows affected. 

The winter of 
2013-14 has present¬ 
ed long periods of 


colder temperatures 
and greater snow/ 
ice cover than most 
Kentucky beef pro¬ 
ducers have encoun¬ 
tered in the past 20 
years or so. 

University studies 
have demonstrated 
that the lower critical 
temperature for cows 
with dry, heavy winter 
coat is 18F. If cows 
are wet, the lower 
critical temperature is 
surprisingly high, at 


59F. For every degree 
drop below the low 
critical temperature, 
a cow must expend 2 
percent more calories 
in order to maintain 
body heat and condi¬ 
tion, and wind-chill. 
With the extended 
periods of low tem¬ 
perature this winter, 
if producers were not 
supplementing cattle 
with adequate energy 
and protein sources, 
hay alone was likely 


not providing suf¬ 
ficient nutrition to 
meet the animals’ 
needs. This some¬ 
times resulted in 
depletion of body fat 
stores, breakdown of 
muscle protein, and 
death due to insuffi¬ 
cient nutrition. 

While the Spring/ 
Summer of 2013 
presented good grow¬ 
ing conditions with 
greater hay produc¬ 
tion than in recent 
years, rainy condi¬ 
tions sometimes 
hampered efforts to 
take hay until it got 
‘over-mature’. Even 
though hay may be 
put up dry, after wait¬ 
ing out rainy spells, it 
loses nutritional con¬ 


tent. So, even though 
hay may look good, 
unless it is tested for 
nutritional content, 
it is difficult to know 
what the true feed 
value is. Cattle can 
actually ‘starve to 
death’ while consum¬ 
ing all the hay they 
can eat, especially if 
crude protein levels 
are 3-4 percent and 
TDN is less than 30 
percent. 

It is important to 
understand that the 
winter of 2013-2014 
has been exception¬ 
ally difficult for cattle 
in Kentucky and cows 
are “pulled down” 
much more than we 
typically see in late 
winter. Consider 


supplemental feed 
to help your cattle 
through the next 
month or so until 
grass is growing and 
is past the “watery” 
stage. Adequate 
nutrition is not just 
important today but 
also down the road. 

Continued milk 
production, the 
return to estrus and 
rebreeding, and 
overall herd immu¬ 
nity are also impacted 
over the long term. 
Continue to offer 
a trace mineral mix 
high in magnesium 
in order to prevent 
“grass tetany” at least 
through the first of 
May.
